It Is proposed to make tho hospital

H 


AVING been mentioned as a likely man,for 


the Republican presidential 
nomination, 


Speaker Cannon has been moved to take the pub- 
lic into his confidence through the medium of a 
newspaper interview. "The presidency," 
the 


presidency," the speaker observes, "is not to be 
had for the asking, ft would be ridiculous for 
any man to bob up and decline what had not 
been offered him, especially an office which no 
man ver has declined, possibly never will decline, 
if offered by the authority of one of the great po- 
litical parties of the country." Yet the speaker 
modestly assures his countrymen that so far as 
he is concerned he would rather 
continue 
as 


"speaker of the house and help work out policies 
to bring the greatest good to the greatest num!- 
ber than to be president." 


Mr. Cannon, it is suspected, will find it quite 


as difficult to satisfy-his ambition to continue in 
the office of speaker as he will find it to decline 
the Republican presidential nomination should it 
be tendered to him. Indeed, there is every indi- 
cation that Mr. Cannon will not be speaker of the 
next house of representatives or the next presi- 
dent of the United States

aroused the country to unbounded enthusiasm. 
There has been applause for the insurgents that 
have defied his authority, but there have been no 
curtain calls for the czar of the house. Mr. Can- 
non takes himself altogether too seriously.

Our great moral evils are in the sdcial processes 
rather than in the individuals, and where one In- 
dividual is the symptom of a whole social process, 
he assumes a role \\hich converts him frottl a sta- 
tistic into a whole class. 
We discover in him 


that the process which places an individual in 
high position fails to generate the social con- 
science, moral sense, high character and ethical 


insight which will shield him against the temp- 
tations which position and power eatail. 


This phase of our 
social-moral 
condition 


should be studied, and surely the conventions of 
our great financial and industrial leaders, oc- 
curring as they do frequently, might undertake 
with promise of much profit the investigation of 
the whole problem of commercial morality.

sturdy character, high ethical views, brave ideal- 
ism and the acute sense of social responsibility. 
High -character is as much a business necessity as 
a postulate of tht religious and spiritual life, and
